The dissatisfaction of the people on account 

‘of the increasing debt, the waste of money, 
the unequal taxation, and tho disproportion~ 
ate representation in the € ouncil, has been 
shown. Another effect is, the Munierpal ox- 
action gives real dis(ress to many families. If 
all the taxes had been collected Ist Dec'r 
last, hundreds of houses would have seen the 
Bailiff, and thousands’ worth of personal pro- 
perty would have been sacrificed. But the 
Collectors hesitated to create such distress, 
and the County Council, not easing the bur- 
den, gave longer time to pay. The difficulty 
of payment is seen in the accounts of 1860, 
which shew $25,000 taxes paid for 1859, and 
even 1858, Sidney is regarded as the most 
able Township in the County; yet the Col- 
lector can testify that hundreds of farmers 
find great difficulty in paying tho taxes. Ma-~ 
ny, considered rich, have mortgages on their 
landis; the majority are more or less involved 
in debt: and only a few can be termed free 
men. Twenty years ago, [ used to hear of 
““forchanded” men in Sidney; but seklom is 
@ man so designated now, Too many use the 
present harvest to pay their debts. amd then 
live on the creditef the next, ‘Trustees of 
Schools can all tell the difficulty of collecting 
School taxes, owing to the inability of tho 

eople to raise money. At the close of 1960, 
f understand, Sidney had $4,000 unpaid of 
County taxes; of which the ‘Treasurer has re- 
ccived about $2,500, leaving still $1,500 for 
poor farmers to pay, now in the month of A- 
pril. The money which is so freely voted by 
the Council, is carned by the farmers’ with 
the sweat of the brow, and for lack of which 
privations are suffered by their wives and 
children. ;

fying threeeighths wire, but always accom- 
plish the exact purposes which bis wisdom 
designed.” 

We admit the bolts of heaven are not 
heralded by chance, as the writer so clo- 
quently urges; but for any ono to trust to 
the security of jndolence on this rccountis a 
fool-bardy trust. Heaven lins given us in~ 
telligenoe, and has shown us by this means 
the nature of the electric fluid, and how to 
avoid its dangers, and possessing this know- 
ledge, to neglect the proper means to pro- 
tect ourselves, would bo as absurd as for 
the pilot of a ship to shut up his eyes aod 
go to sleep, trusting that Providence would 
not dash bim upon the cocks. Itis the or- 
dination of Providence that we should be 
variously surrounded with danger, and is no 
doubt equally so that we should use the 
means so kindly furoisted us for our pro- 
tection. If we are not allowed to employ 
means, then clothing, dwellings, and the 
cultivation of the soil must be all repudiated, 
Qountry Gentleman. 


13 A correspondent of the Siecle, Paris, the 
government organ of France, Writes from Tunis,

“ Our College of philosophers at home, may,

A stranger passing through the Town- 
ships eight or ten years since, returning, will 
notice little difference in the ornamenting aud 
setting off the appearance of the farms and 
homesteads, The roads are all better, but 
the farms on either side are little altered. In 
some Counties, I have noticed the excellent 
farm houses, out-houses, sheds, barns, gar- 
dens, orchards, and fences, shamed the poor 


ple to turn these discoveries to practical ace 
counts, Many of the modern inventions in use 
here are American, and one American chemist, 
Dr, J.C. Ayer of Lowell, supplics much of the 
medicine consumed ia this country. His Ober- 
ry Pectoral, Pilla, Sarsaparilla, and Ague Core 
constitute the staple remedies here, becatisa 
they are of ensy application, sure in their re- 
sults, and have the confidence of the people — 
While the séience of medicine is carried to a 


roads and crossways; butin different parts 
of Hastings, the Roads shame the homesteads 
and farms. There must be a reason for the 
neglect; for the farmers of Hastings are as 
mach inclined to improvement as otlfers,— 
as the Roads themselves witness. Doubtless 
the secret reason with a great number is, the 
fear of higher assessment,—making more Sta- 
tute labour, higher School taxes, and an inr 
crease to the oppressive taxes of the County. 
I beard a respectable farmer complain not a 
little, because the Assessors had increased his 
assessment by £25. So small an increase 
hardly warranted, I thought, such complaint, 
until I remembered that £25 might in the 
yearadd sensibly to his taxation. In impro- 
ving property, men with large incomes may 
care little about the result; and others carry 
on improvements, not thinking of the conse- 
quences. But people in general, to keep tax~ 
ation low, let improvements alone. A man 
in one of the Townships would like to erect 
a stone dwelling for his old log house, but he- 
sitates lest his farm shall be rated £100 addi- 
tional. Three pence in the £, and one penny 
in the £, for County and School purposes, 
make no insignificant sum for an additional 
£100 assessment, and bzcomes a serious year- 
Oy expense toa farmer who alrcady can hardly 
make his way in the world without debts.— 
Ever since the valuation of property was the 
(principle of Municipal taxation, doubtless the 
whole country has been hindered in improve- 
‘ment, but in some Counties more than oth- 
ers,—probably in none more than in Hastings. 
‘Would not s tax on some other principle, fos- 
‘éering and not discouraging improvement, be 
Netter? 
4. Another evil effect of burdensome taxa- 
ition is, (0 depreciate the value of real estate. 
For'renting, a farm will not bring the owner 
60 large « rent,—nor for selling, so largo a 
pprice. Take for illustration a moderate farm 
‘of 100 acres assessed at £500, in Sidney or 
* Thurlow. At the rate of 3d. in the £, the 
+ County tax will be £6 5s, The School tax 
at 1d. in the £, will be £2 1s. 8d. The Sta- 
tute labour, perhaps cight days. The de- 
mands may be a total of about £10. The 
owner of the farm will, of course, expect the 
tenant to pay all the maxes. On the other 
hand, the tenant will object to pay such an 
ammount unless his rent be placed very low. 
With a low rent, he will pay the taxes; oth- 
erwise, he will seek a farm of 100 acres in 
Huntingdon or Hungerford, where the assess- 
ment on 100 acres will be perhaps £1650, and 
taxes and Statute labour scarcoly £1, instead 
of £10, asin Sidaey or Thurlow, The land 
may be just as good in Hungerford as in Sid 
amey, the crop# just as large or larger, the 
y roads as good, the general advantages as great, 
-—with the mere difference that in fiangerford 
he will take two or three hours to get to Belle- 
ville market, whilst in Sidney, he would re- 
quire but one hour, or one anda half, To com- 
pensate this trifling disadvantage, the Hun- 
gerford farmer is two or three hours aearer 
the lumberinen’s market, and the stores in 
the neighboring villages, where prices aro as 
good (dedceting the difference of travel) as in 
Belleville, and sometimes better. This view 
of the case give the back Townships an ad- 
vantage of renting farms above those in the 
front. Where the taxes are s0 heavily borne, 
who would buy land, emigrant or native? 
Who from the Eastern Counties, Prince EB 
ward, or the Countics West, knowing the bu 
denpome taxation, that it is amo: 
vent inthe Province, and that thore is no pros 
pect of its lessening but rather increasing, 
would invest capital in Hastings? About 20 
years ogo, an investment in this County was

UN Godse observer of men and things told 
us the following little history, which we 
hope will plow very deop into.tho attention 
of all who plow very shallow in their soils, 
Two brothers settled together in———— 
county. One of them on a cold, ugly, clay 
soil, covered with black jack ok, not one 
of which was large enough to make balfa 
dozen rails. This man would never drive 
any but large, powerful Conastoga horses, 
some 17 bands high. He always put three 
hotses to a largo plow, and plunged it in 
some ten inches deep. This deep plowing 
he invariably practiced and cultivated 
thoroughly ‘afterward.—He rnieed his 70 
bushels of corn tothe acre, This man had 
a Brother About! six miles off, settled ona 
rich White River bottom-land farm—and 
while a black jack’ clay soil yielded 70 
bushels to the acre, this fine bottom:land 
would pot raise 50, One brother was 
steadily growing rich om poor land, ak 
other steadily growing poor on rich laod. 
One day the bottom-land brother came, 
down to sea\the black-jack oak farmer, and 
they began to talk about their crops'and 
farms; as farmers are very aptio do. “How 
is it,” said the'first, “that you manage’on 
this poor soil to beat me in crops? The 
reply was, “work my Jand.” That wax 
itexactly. Some men have such rich land 
that they won't work it; and they never 
get.a step beyond where they began. © They 
rely on the Soil, not on labor, or skill, or 
cage, Some men expect their lands to 
work, and some men expect to work their 
Jand; and that is just the difference  be- 
tween a good and a bad farmer. When 
we had written thus far, aod read it to our 
‘informant, he said, “three years ago T 
travelled ngain through that section, and 
thé only good farm I saw was this very one 
of which you have written.

years past. The dissatisfaction and distress gi 


in the community;—respectable inhabitants 
loft and Jenving the County, with the hin- 
drance to the improtement and general de- 
preciation of property,—are effects sulficient 
to justify a searching inquiry tuto the cause, 
and to command a search for and application 
ofanemepy. We are not to look to the Coun- 
cil, it would seem, for the romedy; and yet 
» as the Reeves have brought the County into 
@ state of disease, they are the proper physi- 
clans to effect a cure. But the tax-payers 
must trust in thetnselves, and not in others, 
hey may ask, Gan a remedy be found for 
=the bad condition of the County of Hastings ? 
Is there 4 way (0 remoyo the oppressive bur- 
den which falls on tho Farmers of the differ- 
ent Townships?

Thave been patiently waiting since my ar- 
rival here, to see the kind of measure, if any, 
which might be submitted to the Legislature, 
to relieve the Grand ‘Trunk from its present 
very critical position. I know that great ex- 
pectations were formed on the other side by 
the framers of the Petition to Parlinment, 
that the Government and the Legislature 
would not let this Session pass without some 
relief in the premises, ‘I'he Petition was, 
however, allowed to pass unnoticed, and your- 
self and two other members of the Govern- 
ment informed me, that they could not if they 
would exiend ony further pecuniary aid to the 
Company.

tions, and the regions of Canada, which 
depended on the export of sawed lumber to 
the States, are already in a state of collapse. 
The American-demand for the finer quali- 
tien of wheat, butter, cattle, poultry dc. &o., 
which used to fill Canada with money, bas 
likewise grontly fallen off, All this has a 
depressing eflect on the prices of produce, 
though it is slightly compensated by an ex- 
tra demand for pork, and it may be, some 
other urticles to supply the ariny, 

On the other band, however, the jesuing 
of Letters of Marque by the Southern Cons 
federacy will subject American vessala to 
highor rates of insurance, and the blockad

Joss. Thus in 1857, the debentures for £10,- 
000 sold only for £01755 a loss of nearly one- 
tenth, besides the expenses of bargaining, ex- 
tra Council meetings, with additional printing 
and advertising, &c, Every Debenture By- 
Law involves much expense. Besides these 
Debentures, above $11,000 is dite to the sink- 
ing fand. What folly to\draw on ‘a sinking 
fund for current expenses! And there is the 
great sum of $140,978 due to the Government. 
‘The County must payithe debts, howeyer un~ 
wisely contracted; and if no more debts were 
added, there would be some hope of better 
days for the County of Hastings. But if the 
Warden bring on schemes of debentures, year 
after year, arid a majority of the Council votes 
them, there is nothing for the tax-payers but 
despair, and for real estate a still lower sink- 
ing.

The County Roady, as'they nro called, have 
been a greit Source of trouble, expense, acd 
Why could not the Council give 
over all these Roads to the care of the Town- 
ship Councils? A precedent is established in 
By-Law 99, in 1858. Certoin roads had been 
assumed as County Roads, but the Council 
was ‘not ina position to gravel or macadam- 
izethesame"'; therdforethe By-Laws making 
them County Roads were repented, and tho 
Roads were’ replaced under the immediate 
control of those Township Councils, under 
whose jurisdiction they formerly were.” In 
this'easy way, all the County Roads eculd be 
given up to the Townships, cyery threatened 
Mandamus quicted, every murmur through- 
out the County stopped, and a great reforma- 
tion of the County management would imme- 
diately begin. 

But, as petitions and remonstrances to the 
Parliament are useful in the redress of griey- 
ances, 80 they may be necessary in the Voun- 
ty Council. County Meetings und Township 
meetings, at this juncture, seem highly neces- 
sary; or the present Council may go on hs 
usual, and involve the County in even a worse 
condition. The tax-payers have been in gen; 
eral, like myself, too indifferent about local 
matters; careless who were the Councillors 
or who the Reeves,—what their plans or what 
their expenditures. If we have allowed the 
wrong men to go into the County Council, we 
must be more select in future.
